Chandler, Allen and Hill Come 


Together Bitterly.

WASHINGTON, June S3.—At the con- 


clusion of Senator llill's speech against 
the income tax, Mr Higgins (Rep., Del.) 
followed in a speech also against the 
tax section. 


Mr. Chandler (Hep. N. II.) then re- 


called the circumstnnces.Ieading up to 
the controversy between himself and 
Mr. Allen (Pop. Neb.) Thursday. That 
senator, he said, in his closing state- 
ment had spoken in a low voice, not in 
the stentorian tones of which he some- 
times addressed the senate, and had 
applied to him an opprobrious epithet. 


He recapitulated the facts in the 


matter and said that when the inqxiiry 
was mnde whether the bargain which 
was to secure the senators' vote for thq 
bill had been fully made, the senator 
should not have dodg-ed it, and that thq 
whole thing- was patent and open to 
_the whole country. He submitted that 
the senator from Nebraska was not 
justified in using- the language which 
he found in the Record. 


There was nothing- unparliamentary 


or unjustly offensive in the language 
which he {Mr. Chandler) had used, llut 
he regretted that he had discovered" 
that the surroundings of the senator1 
from Nebraska before he entered tho 
senate were such as not to allow him 
to observe those courtesies which ai^ 
gentlemen remarked, even in the most 
heated partisan debate. Tho senator 
from Nebraska, he added, scornfully' 
•was to be pitied, not censured, for that 
which he could not help. 


Mr. Allen replied quietly, but bitter- 


ly, to Mr. Chandler's remarks. That 
senator, he eaid, had, without any 
provocation, used towards him the un- 
parliamentary and ungontlemanly lan: 
gimgo of 
"bargaining," and 
had 


charged him with having mado a bar- 
gain with the democratic party ."for his 
vote/ The senator had made that 
charge willfully and 
deliberately, 


knowing it to;be false. 


Any statement that he (Mr. Allen) 


had agreed to vote for the bill in con- 
sequence of any concessions, made or 
to be made to him was untrue. He had 
Enid so Wednesday, and ho reiterated it 
Thursday, and if he had words by 
which he could make his meaning- 
plainer, he would make use of them. 
He stated his position .in relation to 
the bill, and said he would stand by 5t

The controversy wound up by a 


declaration of Jlr. Chandler's that the 
closing remark of the senator from 
Nebraska only emphasized his state- 
ment that the senator did not compre- 
hend the courtesies which should char- 
acterize debate in the senate.

son residing- therein."

Wontlem of ttic OreHt Natiira 


tho Couqt Range^ 


Attention was drawn recently by a 


Sun Francisco paper to a natural pnrli 
in the const range, which in scenio 
beauties is no mean rival of the great 
Yosemltc. The picturesque features of 
the southwest do not sc«m to bo ex- 
hausted, or even adequately noticed, 
for now there is a new wonder brought 
to the front, the Sablne canyon. The 
mouth of the canyon is abont twenty- 
five miles northeast of Tucson, A. T. 
Ono who has visited It says: "The size 
of Sabinc canyon ranks with the Yosem- 
Ite and Kings River canyons, but It 
hna many features distinctively Us own. 
It has no steep precipices like El Capi- 
tan. and the natural beauty of grass 
and flowers common In the Yosemite 
during the summer Is absent Hut Sa- 
bine canyon has cliffa that make one 
dizzy to look up at, and surprises await 
the explorer at every side, such as no 
other canyon of the country can boast 
of. Tho great peculiarity of Sabine 
canyon is the variety of vegetation that 
can be found within its walls at any 
season of the year. From tha mouth 
of the canyon to the place It ends there 
is B difference of six thousand feet in 
elevation, and as a consequence the 
vegetable growth 
comprises nearly 


everything known to botany." The 
length of the canyon is twelve miles 
and Its width varies from one thousand 
yards to three miles. Access to It Is at 
present difficult, and none but the har- 
diest travelers would care to make the 
Journey. Moreover, the heat, even In 
winter, is almost unendurable. 


Some of the features of the canyon 


are roclcs that rise seven hundred feet 
into the air like church spires, so frail 
from base to peak that It would seem 
as if a breath of wind might shatter 
them, pools of water, crystal-clear and 
tree-surrounded, 
immense balanced 


.rocks, cliffs of many colors, and water- j 
falls that descend from great heights. 
Mount Lemon, with an elevation of 
thirteen thousand feet, rises abruptly 
ou one side of the canyon, showing In 
a suggestive manner its various stages 
of vegetation. Storms of tropical vio- 
lence are frequent In this valley dur- 
ing the summer months. "Like mag- 
io," says a writer, "the rugged cliffs 
are covered with sparkling waterfalls. 
Hundreds of feot Into the depths of tho 
canyon below streams of water tum- 
ble, breaking into foam and throwing 
off myriads of prismatic rainbow tints. 
The water increases in volume and 
rises on the Iwttom of the canyon, nn- 
t!l the pools all disappear nnd a raging 
torrent is tearing among the rocks." A 
party of three who went from one end 
of the valley to the other recently re- 
turned to Tucson feeling that they had 
seen one of the most wonderful plncos 
In the world.
